I think I understand... 

The idea of dumping SWFM trash in a bin that is "not locked down" is illegal without the rightful 
owner's permission, I believe. For example, it would only be ok if we trucked SWFM trash to Les' 
house if he said "ok." I don't think any of us really want to "sneak our trash" into another owner's 
bin. It will look bad when "found-out", which it most certainly will be, and more than that it is just 
wrong. 

The BID does not have any dumpsters. We pay to have our trash hauled, every time, 2 or 3 times per 
week. 

If the SWFM wants regular dumpster service, some business or property owner is going to have to 
request and pay for it. I wonder if the SWFM can even get service? We should ask. Not only that, 
but from a bueautification point of view, a decorative dumpster enclosure may need to be 
constructed. Dumpsters in the middle of a parking lot or another private property space is not the 
look we are seeking for the BID area. 

Sorry this is a little stark, but it's too late and I've been doing this too long today!
